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INTERVIEW

Stephan Glathe is not a new name to VOLO Magazine. 
Stephan has already shot multiple sets for the magazine as 
he has for all other publications in the world that are worth 
mentioning. One of Europe’s most established photogra¬ 
phers, Stephan Glathe’s name symbolizes the epitome of 
quality in the world of photography 

Ava: Hello Stephan, tell us a little bit about yourself and 
your photographic career. Who is Stephan Glathe and 
what are your “Secrets of Success”? 

Stephan: I was born in Berlin, Germany 42 Years ago 
and grew up in a ‘Leica household’. At the age of 12, I 
started with photography and at age 15 I started mak¬ 
ing money with it. I used to take outdoor portraits and 
develop the images in my fathers darkroom. 

After a career as a software entrepreneur I realized my 
childhood dream and in 2009 became a professional 
photographer. In 2009 Playboy Magazine listed me as 
one of the “Best 100 Nude Photographers in the World”. 
In 2011 a book project with my images of senior manag¬ 
ers all over Germany won a Corporate Publishing Silver 
Award and in 2012 I shot the HR campaigns for BOSCH 
& BOSCH Engineering. At the same time, international 
magazines like Relapse Magazine (NYC), Bisous Maga¬ 
zine (LA), Institute Magazine (London), 1968 Magazine 
(Toronto), FHSN Magazine (San Francisco), Quality Mag¬ 
azine, Bold Magazine, Factice Magazine and a lot more 
have published editorials by me. My home base is still 
in Germany, but I work all over the World. Spain, Cape 
Town, Paris, New York and LA as possible. My sensual 
images can you find in German Max Calender, German 
Playboy Magazine and VOLO Magazine. 

Ava: Your Focus today is fashion photography with an 
emphasis on lingerie and swimwear. At the same time, 
your sensual nudes appear in magazines like VOLO and 
Playboy. How do you manage the balancing act between 
those areas? 

Stephan: For me, it’s not a balancing act at all - the lines 
between fashion and nude are very much blurred these 
days anyway. Nude or dressed, my images always have 
the same style. Aside from my photographic style, you 
can always see my positive attitude and respect towards 
people in general in my images. The women in my pic¬ 
tures are strong, feminine goddesses - naked or beauti¬ 
fully dressed. 

Ava: Okay, Stephan is a real friend of female models and 
now i understand the unique style of your pictures. Is 
there a specific kind of girl or women you favor? 


Stephan: Yes, I like models who are not only beautiful 
but also smart. With this kind of model, it’s much easier 
to tell a story with your images - and being able to grab 
the viewers attention by storytelling, emotional images 
is key in a time where we a constantly flooded with im¬ 
ages. I adore female beauty and sensuality, so my aim is 
always to bring that out in every model I work with. 
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Ava: You know VOLO Magazine is launcing workshops in 
Europe in a few weeks. VOLO will choose the best pho¬ 
tographers in the world to take part in this new project. 
The workshops will be taught by professional photogra¬ 
phers. The goal of the workshops is only to teach ama¬ 
teurs as well as pros how to take their skill to the next level 
- but also, how professionals can advance their careers 
faster and discuss business ideas. 

The first workshop starts with you as the mentor. The 
workshops you will focus on the topics of lingerie, erotic 
and nude. What can the workshop attendees expect to 
learn from you? 

Stephan: The most important thing is that I will not keep 
any secrets. I be very open and tell people everything I 
know - including the mistakes I made, so they don’t need 
to make all of them by themselves. Also,I try to teach gen¬ 
eral principles and methods, so they can go home and go 
the next steps alone instead of going home with a couple 
of great pictures that they could never make outside the 
workshop. It’s like teaching them how to fish instead of 
giving them the fish. 

Ava: As you know, we have two different workshops. One 
for amateurs, that is targeted at anyone who does not 
need to make money with photography, and just wants to 
improve their skills. This workshop will last one day. What 
will await the participants here? 


just follow along without the camera, just taking notes. 
Have you done anything like this before? 

Stephan: No, this idea is new and I like it very much, as 
it will be a VOLO original. A great opportunity for many to 
be able to see the whole process the creation of a com¬ 
plete VOLO set. For the shoot I will need around 4 hours, 
so that I have enough time to show the post production 
process to the participants. 

Ava: We see that photography workshops are coming up 
all over Europe like sand in the sea. The selection is so 
huge. Every one of them promise to give the photogra¬ 
phers all they want, let me know how you plan to work 
with VOLO to make this workshop really different, apart 
from the fact that you’re one of the hottest professional 
photographers in the world today. 

Stephan: I think I can manage it to respond to each in¬ 
dividual and him as “pick up” where he is standing. I’ve 
given a lot of thought to my workshops and developed 
a really good concept that individually, each participant 
has an enriching experience from the day. I love it and it 
gives me great joy to impart knowledge. Sometimes it also 
makes me better, because when teaching others, I can 
look at my work from a third persons perspective. Also 
the advantage is that out of each professional workshop, 
I will choose one photographer who will get the chance to 
shoot for VOLO in the future. 


Stephan: In the amateur workshop, we will focus on tak¬ 
ing pictures and organizing the shoot. Each participant 
has the opportunity to work alone with the model for a 
while under my guidance. We organize “shoot packs”. 
The day ends with a view of the ideal digital workflow and 
some retouching instructions. 

Ava: And what about the larger 2 day workshop, what 
awaits the professional photographers? 

Stephan: The 2 day workshop will go into much more 
detail and always be from an angle of professional pho¬ 
tography - always keeping the business aspect of things 
in mind. We will cover editorial shoots from start to finish 
including concept, shooting, layout, retouch styling and 
publishing. The participants will see how to shoot for an 
incredible final result that is easy to sell - to both privat 
clients as well as magazines. 

Ava: What I like about your pictures is that there is a un¬ 
mistakable stamp of your style on them, will you tell your 
tricks here? 

Stephan: Yes the pictures final look is absolutely crucial 
and we will discuss it intensively. The proper development 
and finding the look that makes up a photographers style 
will be a major discussion point in the workshop. 

Ava: On the last day of the long weekend workshop you’ll 
have a shoot for a whole set for the subsequent ISSUE of 
VOLO and there is the possibility that those in-terested 
in the workshops can follow you and see you in action 
through this shooting day. Surely it will be exciting for 
many, even to be able to see a professional in action and

how humble you are. This is a virtue that can be found 
in very few photographers. For me, this distinguishes the 
true greats from the pompous wannabe’s.

ANDREW LUKAS (creative pseudonym ‘Lucas’) was born in 1963 in the tiny 
town of Nikopol, Ukraine. Lucas had very humble beginnings learning music 
(piano) till the age of 20 and then graduating from RADA the Auto & Road 
technology institute in Kiev. He had to work as a taxi driver, worked as a res¬ 
taurant singer and worked in a bank as a clerk to make ends meet. He says 
that his time at the bank was a time of infinite learning about the personality 
and mannerisms of men, which helped him immensely in his photographic 
career later in life. 

His photographic career began very late at the age of 42 when his wife gave 
him a digital camera as a present and Andrew immediately decided to make 
money using it. Though he wanted to shoot amazing pictures from day one, 
it was impossible to make a living in a small town as a fashion photogra¬ 
pher. .. So Andrew started to take passport pictures of people, student group 
photos and kids photos to make a living out of photography. 

Photography in a studio is so limiting, he says "Once i got out of the stu¬ 
dio and started shooting people in open air, I realized that the whole world 
was my studio. A studio with infinite backgrounds and possibilities. A studio 
which could capture a moment of life and show its true dynamism” . He 
goes on to say "Photography changed my life, I was different person before 
I discovered the art of taking pictures, after that I was born again as Lucas!!! 
Now I have a different life and I never want to go back. 

When asked how and why he prefers to shoot nudes, Andrew said "In her 
heart every woman wants to look like a princess in pictures, the way she 
sees herself in the mirror, naked and beautiful, but they are hesitant because 
of many things. The first few steps of getting nude for the camera are the 
most difficult ones but once she gets over it and is comfortable the results 
can be stunning. My job is the opportunity to liberate the woman from her 
inhibitions and create amazing pictures. The photo is born inside the mind of 
the model and mine, the camera comes in much later.” 

Considered to be one of the finest photographers in the world today, Andrew 
never fails to amaze with images that tell stories in a single shot. Every shot is 
a different story and an amazing fairy tale of sorts. When we asked him how 
is able to deliver this magic time after time, Andrew says "There is no magic, 
some ideas are planned, some are created on the go... some are smolder¬ 
ing inside my head for a long time before I get to execute it. I create the image 
in my head and then capture it with my camera... Simple!”

It reminds me of purity, sensitivity, vulnerability, timelessness and eroticism. 

Practicing this activity is not obvious where I come from. I live on a small 
island where most people do not have that artistic and aesthetic approach 
to the representation of a naked body Nudity is (especially) rather seen as 
something unhealthy.

he women I had the opportunity to photograph are women who had the 
courage to defy the prejudices. Most of them gave me the confidence that 
posing nude bring them well-being and fulfillment, as well as the great self- 
satisfaction (shared with the photographer, ultimately) at the sight of the 
result. 

At the beginning, my inspiration was Uwe Ommer, through his book “Black 
Ladies” that I keep preciously in my library. Where i live, about 85% of the 
population is black and mestis. That is the reason why most of the pictures 
i take depict black women. Of course, I refuse to limit myself to ethnicity. I 
regularly photograph women of all types, as I travel a lot. 

Today, when I shoot all the inspiration comes on-the-fly, in close complicity 
with the model and in harmony with the surrounding envirronement at the 
moment of the photoshoot.
